NEW YORK (UPI) - If 
the comic strip Li’l Abner is 
political, it’s an accident, Al 
Capp says. But political or 
not, the cartoonist insists it 
is art. 
“All I’m trying to do is 
raise a laugh,’’ said Capp, 
who was in town for an 
exhibit of his creation at the 
New York Cultural Center. 
“And politics has provided 
me with a lot of laughs. 
“The job of the cartoonist 
is to find lunacy and then 
expose it!” he said. 
“ But there’s no mission. 
It’s just what you do,” he 
said, his mouth curling in the 
smile that is so familiar on 
the faces of Dogpatch. 
“ If 
you’re 
a 
cabinet 
m aker,” Capp said, “you 
make cabinets. If you’re a 
satirist, you make fun of 
people. Providing the laugh 
is the mission. 


“A laugh usually comes 
from 
someone 
else’s 
problems,” Capp said, “but 
not real problems. There are 
a lot of shootings in my 
strips, and everybody comes 
out full of holes and ban­ 
dages. But nobody’s really 
hurt. 
“We get 
comfort 
from 
that,” he said, “because this 
sort of situation is im ­ 
possible. But when you turn 
on the TV and see Vietnam 
on the news — that’s real. 
That can happen, because it 
is happening. Nobody could 
laugh about that.” 
Capp’s works on display at 
the cultural center are paint­ 
ings on canvas he has done, 
based 
on 
the 
fam iliar 
citizens of Dogpatch. 
“ It’s art,” he said flatly. 
“ Not only in the overall 
genre, 
but 
in 
the very 
execution of the drawings. 
“The work of these great, 


g reat hum orists vanishes 
every day,” he said. “And 
that’s why I thought I’d put 
some of my drawings on 
canvas, so it wouldn’t vanish 
like the daily strip.” 
He was asked about the art 
of Picasso. 
“What a lot of garbage,” 
Capp said. “I once told a 
group of art 
lovers 
that 
abstract art is the product of 
the untalented, sold by the 
unprincipled to the 
un­ 
discriminating!” 
He began a good-natured 
fume. “To have this stuff 
revered ... sold at great 
prices 
... 
and hung 
on 
walls!” 
He was asked how much 
his own work on exhibit was 
selling for. 
“Och!” he demurred. He 
sat back in the Louis XVI 
armchair of his suite at the 
lavish Park Lane Hotel 
overlooking Central 
Park.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
You never know these days

liberties

“No Southern state was 
first in freedom for blacks,’ 
he said.

words of their state’s motto, 
“ Live Free or Die.” 
They said the part about 
dying conflicted with their 
religious beliefs. 
Eventually, I presume, the 
Supreme Court will settle the 
issue. Meanwhile, protests of 
this sort could well spread 
all across the land. 
I don’t know which states 
do, or do not, imprint their 
mottos on 
their 
license 
plates, but I do know that 
nearly every state motto is 
potentially 
controversial.

Georgia’s motto, “ Wisdom, 
J u s t i c e , 
M o d e r a t i o n .” 
Motorists in that state who 
harbor radical views would 
be loath to circulate that 
precept on the fronts and 
backs of their cars.

word 
“ moderation” or change the 
inscription to read “ Wisdom, 
Justice, E xtrem ism .”

motto with ob­

“ M anly D eeds, W om anly 
Words.” Can you imagine a 
women’s lib activist driving 


around with that on her car? 
Or a militant in the Gay 
Liberation Movement?

fields, Plano proposed playing the final two games of the 
series at Midland or Lubbock. Houston school officials said 
‘no doing.’ 
-Over 30 men worked on Friday evening and Saturday 
morning distributing lime over the University of Plano 
ballfield to dry up water. A helicopter hovered over the field 
and helped dry the field to minimum playing conditions.

Previous to Saturday’s game, Crabtree had not gone a full 
seven innings but against Houston pitched all ten innings. 


-In the second game of the doubleheader, Plano’s Sammy 
Bickham Jr. struckout 15 Houston batters and Lee Warren, 
second baseman, slammed two doubles and a single in 
leading Plano to a 3-0 win over Houston to cap the series. 


Beating Adversity 


Plano’s regional playoff victory over Houston sends the 
Wildcats, 28-5, against the winner of Monday night’s Dallas 
Carter Vs. Fort Worth Arlington Heights baseball game. 
In beating Houston, Plano beat adversity at its best. 
Plano spirits were somewhat dampened after losing 3-0 to 
Houston on May 20. But at gametime Saturday, there was no 
detection of a possible Plano letdown, only optimism. 
In the first game, Piano s Crabtree pitched his best game 
of the season in going the full ten innings. The senior lef­ 
thander had control of the game and Houston was in scoring 
position only once. 
Plano batters got nine hits from Houston’s Mitch Medart. 
Plano was led by rightfielder Jace Wood with a two for two 
performance, both singles. However, it was Coach Rommie 
Maxey’s decision to substitute Mark Morriss for Wood in the 
ninth inning that ultimately won the game for Plano. 
Wood and Morriss are equals at playing rightfield, so 
Coach Maxey substitutes one for the other frequently. 
Morriss was the lead-off batter in the bottom of the tenth 
inning, and the sandy-haired senior singled to leftfield. 
Pitcher Crabtree followed by laying down a perfect bunt 
that sacrificed Morriss to second base. Randy Newton, 
leftfielder, then hit a ground ball to the third baseman for 
Plano’s second out. 


Lee Warren, second baseman, followed with a deep single 
to leftfield and Morriss made a run for homeplate. Houston’s 
leftfielder, Wayne Kovar, hurled the ball to homeplate but 
Houston catcher Ed Pustejovsky dropped the ball as Morriss 
slid under him to score. 
Plano had several outstanding defensive plays that con­ 
tributed to beating Houston in the first game. Catcher Brian 
Wilkinson, despite ailing knee and foot problems, played and 
threw out two Houston runners attempting to steal, plus 
brokeup a hit and run play for a tag at homeplate on 
Houston’s only scoring opportunity. 


Bickham Throws Smoke 


Sammy Bickham Jr. was at his best in beating Houston in 
the second match of the doubleheader. Plano bats pounded 
Houston’s Mark Thurmond eight times in giving Bickham a 
3-0 win. 
Thurmond pitched against Plano on May 20 and recorded a 
no-hitter, which made Plano’s win over the lefthander even 
sweeter. 
Plano scored in the third inning to get the ball rolling, as 
first baseman George Hunter singled to the Houston second 
baseman, who couldn’t field field the ball because of a bad 
hop. Hunter was replaced on the basepaths by Bill Van­ 
derlinden, because Hunter lost a contact lense and his sight 
was obviously hindering him. 
Vanderlinden stole second base and awaited a trip to 
homeplate as John Goldstein and Randy Newton both made 
outs in their attempts to score him. However, Lee Warren hit 
a double to rightfield that scored Vanderlinden, but Warren 
was caught trying to stretch his double into a triple to retire 
Plano that inning. 
Plano scored again in the fourth inning. Bickham led off 
with a single to rightfield and was advanced to second base 
on a sacrifice bunt by Wilkinson Shortstop Brooks Wallace 
then launched the baseball to deep rightfield and Chris 
Toler, pinch running for Bickham, made a run for 
homeplate. 
A play was attempted at homeplate but Toler was across 
in time for Plano’s second run. 
In the fifth inning, Plano built their lead to three runs. With 
two outs, Randy Newton doubled to leftfield and scored when 
Warren hit a deep shot to left Centerfield. 
The standouts in the second game were Warren and 
Bickham.
